one fluorescent dye of the claimed formula (Fl) or (F3) in a combination with 'at least one non- 
associative thickening polymer chosen from the polymers (i) to (x) as claimed. Accordingly, the 
claimed subject matter as a whole would not have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art of keratin fibers dyeing formulation.
